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In "Four to Doomsday 1 ' the TARDIS materializes inside a vast, 
sleek Urbankan space vessef (LJrbanka is in the solar system of 
Inokshl In the galaxy RE 1489}, The story slowly reveals the 
plans of yet another tyrant planning the takeover of Ea rth, the 
villain, Monarch, was a bit more sophisticated than most; he 
actually felt that he was “the" supreme one. One of his scien- 
tific projects was to develop the formula that would enable 
him to travel faster than the speed of light (186,282.397 miles 
per second) so he could travel backward in time, to Event 
One, and beyond. It would be then, and only then that he 
figured he could meet his real self (and you though Davros 
was insane!?). Monarch was, in fact, gaining on his goals. He 
had travel led to Earth some 35,000 years ago for the first time. 
Each time thereafter, he would cut his travel time by one-ha If! 
Each time he visited Earth, Monarch would capture a human 
leader, turn them info a very elite and immortal being with 
promises of one day returning to their home planet and be- 
coming a supreme leader. His two main helpers, Persuasion 
and Enlightenment sat by his side in the throne room. 
Monarch had amazing hypnotic powers and greatly influ- 
enced Adric. In fact, had the Doctor not been able to regain 
Adric to his senses* . .we might all be under the power of 
Monarch right now! 

In the next adventure, "Kinda”, the Doctor, Adric and Tegan 
(Nyssa spends most of this story recuperating inside the TAR* 
DIS)find themselves dealing with two distinctly different types 
of people. The Kinda are a people (they refer to our time 
travellers as the "not we M ) of mysterious mental powers; 
telepathy, etc. They seem to be primitive-native-types living 
In peace on their lovely planet. The TARDIS crew gets mixed 
up with a group of scientists studying the Kinda's planet. The 
story involves the evil spirit of the Mara t a snake -creature* The 
Mara is about to resurrect itself and lay the planet to waste 
with death and destruction. Fortunately, tor the Kinda, the 
Doctor figures out how to destroy the Mara with a circle of 
mirrors* Perhaps we shouldn't use the word "destroy" as 
Tegan will *ind out aH too soon in the twentieth season's 
"Snakedar.ee"!

>..« titii' i Doctor, He t»r uavt*on, will go aown )n Doctor Wno 
history os having reigned as the renegade Time Lord In the 
least number of stories produced. He will have completed 
only seventy-four half-hour episodes. After March ol 1984 (In 
England), his Doctor Who w| 1 1 only be seen in reruns! The sixth 
Doctor (played by Colin Baker) will take over the TARDIS con- 
trol panel In March, 1984. The following, however. Is the 
chronology of Peter’s Doctor Who. 

Doctor number five's first full story Is appropriately named 
'Castrovalva". Having struggled with the Master at Earth's 
Pharos Project, the Doctor would find this regeneration the 
most difficult one yet. To make matters worse, the Master 
forced Adric to lay in co-ordinates tor the TARDIS to speed 
backwards In Time to Event One: the creation of the universe 
. , , the Big Bang) The Doctor's mind was so erratic, fluttering 
back and forth from past regenerations, he was "almost” no 
help at all to Tegan and Nyssa. Finally, however, hts wits 
returned j ust In time to save them from Imminent disaster. Part 
of the TARDIS had to be jettisoned to avoid direct collision 
with the hydrogen inrush that lay ahead of them. Unfortu- 
nately, It was the TARDIS zero room that was lost. The zero 
room was a sort of neutral environment; an Isolated space, 
cut off from the rest of the universe. It "was" the place where 
the Doctor had planned to regenerate) 

After the time travellers seemed out of danger, the TARDIS 
sped off to Castrovalva where the Doctor would rest, Unfortu- 
nately, the Master had captured Adric and, coupled with 
Adric s computations and the Master's mental powers, he 
put them all in a perilous Space/Time trap: recursive occlu- 
sion! The whole of Castrovalva was caught In a mess of Illogi- 
cal geography, moving up, down and side to side in various 
dimensions of kaleidoscopic gyrations! Only an act of su- 
preme self-sacrifice enabled them to escape. 

"Castrovalva" Is the third and final story in a Doctor-Master 
trilogy. It began In the Tom Baker era with "Keeper of Traken 
and followed with "Logopolls”. "Castrovalva" sets the tone 
ot Davison's Doctor as a more vulnerable, even "skittish” 
hero. It would take time for the new Doctor to settle Into his 
new role.

Tegan’s proper arrival. “The Visitation" opens with a plea- 
sant ©nought family scene In an English manor; playing 
cards, drinking, bickering. Out of the night, the family Is in- 
vaded by an outerspace alien (a Terileptlf and his android), 
Violently, after a battle with relatively puny Earth weapons

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The Doctor (Peter Davison) and his otherselves* In the form of 
Hartnell, Troughton and PerTwee, have been fitted out of Time 
and placed In the Death Zone on Gailtfrey, whilst the Doctor, 
as portrayed by Tom Baker, is trapped in a temporal void. 
Also time-scooped to the Zone are some of the Doctor's com- 
panions: Sarah Jane Smith, Brigadier Lethbridge-Stewart, 
Susan Foreman, Turlough and Tegan. 

Meanwhile, on Gallifrey, Lord President Borusa, the 
Castellan and Thalia (who make up the Inner cabinet of Time 
Lords), concerned by events, enlist the help of the Master, He, 
in return for the power to regenerate, agrees to enter the 
Zone and rescue the Doctors. 

Eventually* the Doctors lean* *h_jt thc t reason for them being 
in the Zone is to play The Game ot Rassilon; a series of 
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against laser pistols, all that's left of the household are smol- 
dering bodies. The story is about four Terileptli fugitives from 
the prison planet of Raaga, they lost most of their crew enter- 
ing Earth's atmosphere, but still plan to destroy all Earthlings 
and take over the planet. Two very important things happen 
in "The Visitation" In that the Doctor's sonic screwdriver Is de- 
stroyed and the Doctor is actually instrumental in the historic 
fire at Pudding Lane, * .later to become Heathrow Airport, 

"Black Orchid" fs the two-parter of the season, The setting is 
wonderful and ail praise goes to the BBC Costuming Depart* 
meet for coming up with some of the greatest costu mes ever! 
Some of the scenes look like they came right out of "La 
Travlata"! The feeling that Agatha Christie had somethng to 
do with "Black Orchid" is prevalent. Also, if you don't know 
anything about cricket. , .you still won't after "Black Orchid” 
but there are some shots that will show you why Davison loves 
the sport.

Aside from beinga bea uti- 
tul woman (from her heart to her toes), Elisabeth Sladen Is a 
very professional, bright, personable (I could go on and on) 
lady. We worked hard on tour and much of this "Intervlewho" 
comes from questions asked by fans during the tour. 


Us Is married to actor Brian Miller. 1 asked her how that worked 
out being married to someone of the acting profession. She 
replied, "After fifteen years, quite well, thank you! We both 
have a terrific understanding of what we re each going 
through. If I’m late coming home, there's really no problem, 
Brian knows and understands why I'm late. We speak the 
same language. There's never any jealousy. We respect 
each other professionally very much, 11 


Lis started on the Doctor Who set working with Jon Pertwee as 
the Doctor under Producer Barry Letts, "Jon really took me 
under his wing. Both he and Barry showed me the ropes (so to 
speak), built my confidence and settled me firmly into the 
role of Sarah Jane." 


People ask so many questions about Tom Baker, \ asked Lis 
what It was like working with Tom. She immediately an- 
swered, "Magic! Tom Is an actor's actor. If there was a seen© 
that would make Sarah Jane Smith took stupid, he lust 
wouldn't have It. 1 mean if the Doctor's assistant looks foolish, 
how does that make the Doctor look? Many actors are prlma 
donnas ... fly off the handle at anything* This was not Tom, al* 
though If something were not right, professionally, Tom could 
go offl Tom cared a great deal for the show. He taught me a 
lot. As a friend, I care very much for Tom, I respect him deeply 
as a professional. He's the Doctor. He's magic/ 1 


When 1 asked Us what the high point In her career was, she 
couldn't pinpoint Just one thing. "When I played Desdemona 
in 'Othello' It was the first time a director thought of me as a 
leading lady. That was a high for me. Also, in the BBC series 
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US SLADEN 

'Play for Today 1 1 starred as Josephine In the play 'Name for 
the Day 1 . It was a very difficult, very emotional part. I was 
quite pleased with it. Also, 'Gulliver' was a high point for me 
(she played Lady Fllmnap) as It was adapted for me. Of 
course, Doctor Who was a high, but in a different way as it 
was a serial." 


When we talked about preferences of television versus the 
stage, Lis indicated they were both so different, "I love both 
mediums and wouldn't only do one or the other. Each has Its 
own charm. With television every thing is tight and the cam- 


era dictates where the audience must look* On stage, the 
performers must create the feeling, we must make the au- 
dience look here or there, 1 would love to do some films, how- 
ever, in Great Britain the motion picture industry does not 
flourish as it does In America, so there's not so much oppor- 
tunity for me.” 

During the Festival Tour, we screened "K9 & Company", star- 
ring Elisabeth Sladen. “K9 & Company" was a Christmas 
(1981) Special and was meant to be a pilot fora K9 series. Un- 
fortunately* there was a change in the powers that be at the 
Beeb and the K9 series got axed! (If you would like to see 
more K9> write BBC Television, cfo John Nathan-Tgrner, Wood 
Lane, London W1 2 England. Lionheart Television has the tele- 
vision rights for the USA market!) How did Listed about "K9 & 
Company"? "I had Just finished Gulliver in Lillipuf and 4 K9& 
Company' was really an unknown quantity, J N-T produced 
It. We all wished w© had more time because we ran through it 
very quickly. Technically, it could have been better, t 
wondered how Sarah would function without the Doctor, In Doc- 
tor Who, Sarah had never met K9 and I found It a bit strange 
working with this metal dog! However, working with John 
Leeson was terrific, he’s such a dear. I'm sorry that nothing 
has come of the K9 series. It got very good ratings, Especially 
when l saw the crowd reaction during our Festival Tour, It was 
so good. Also, if 1 would have known that 'K9 & Company’ 
wasn't going any further, I could have developed Sarah 
Jane Smith a little more. As It was, I rather left Sarah with room 
to grow, naive. I wish there was something that could be 
done to bring K9 back. It was great fun, I loved doing it and I 
think It would be a worthy series." (Note: This writer is goi ng to 
start a letter writing crusade to BBC to bring "K9& Company" 
back, . .care to join me?) 

We had a real chance to get to know Lis and Brian after the 
tour. We did some relaxing In Glenwood Springs, Colorado 
and sight-seeing In Aspen and Vail, Us takes great care of 
herself, she exercises dally and eats all the right foods. 

While Us is not much of a drinker, she does have a mild pas* 
slon for good champagne. One of her hobbies must certain- 
ly be shopping! That girl can cover more stores in a day than 
anyone I've ever known! Her husband, Brian, is a quiet chap 
with a wonderful sense of humor. A very nice gentleman, 
Brian still brings a smile to my face when I think of his subtle 
Jokes.

of our Festival guests. She’s a bright and shining star In every 
way and we wish her good luck for the future. We'll certainly 
Invite her back to the USA.

LETTS 

- Barry Letts popped on the Doctor Who scene, officially, in 
“The Enemy of the World", a six episode story starring Patrick 
Troughton as the Doctor. The story aired In England from De- 
cember 23, 1967 to January 27, 1968. 1 say "officially", how- 
ever, Mr. Letts was a bona fide Whavlan from the very begin- 
ning of Doctor Who* He also submitted some stories in 1966 to 
the Script Editor, Gerry Davis; they were all rejected as being 
a bit too sophisticated! 

One of the very first innovations Mr. Letts brought to the series 
was conceived during the Troughton era* The grueling work 
on and behind the sets prompted Letts to discuss with 
Troughton his Idea of presenting twenty-six episodes per 
year instead of forty. This would create a little more "breath- 
ing" room for everyone and Troughton loved the idea. Unfor* 
,tunately, the plan was not put Into operation until a year 
later: Patrick Troughton was gone and Jon Pertwee would

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reap the benefits of this brainstorm. As Barry said, 'The mills of 
the BBC grind almost as slowly as those of God"! Actually, the 
changeover benefited all concerned, including the viewer. 
The show almost immediately became more polished; there 
was now more time to learn lines, make sets and costumes, 
work out camera shots. . *mor© time to work out all the de- 
tails that Letts would put Into Doctor Who. 

Jon ana-frarry v^ry qyckly established a good working rela- 
tionship. As w© have previously written, Pertwee is a most pro* 
fesslonal man, Barry had been an actor for over twenty 
years, twelve of those years in television. Pertwee greatly ap- 
preciated this and the show began to shine even brighter. 
Also, In Pertwee, Letts had the type of Doctor he really want- 
ed, a huge personality-type, larger-than-life. * .somehow 
different f rom everyone. 

During his five years as Producer of Doctor Who, another 
great Joy to Mr, Letts was working with Terrance Dicks . , * "an 
Ideal professional colleague and friend". The Producer and 
Script Editor must work as one person at all times. One of the 
first tasks, for Barry, was to deal with the story situation he had 
Inherited from his predecessors. The Doctor was stranded on 
Earth and cooperating with UNIT; this would present a 
change In the type of show they wanted to produce. Also, 
Doctor Who was riding a very fine line between science fic- 
tion and science fantasy. Their direction was science fiction 
and they realized the task of pulling away from science fan- 
tasy would not be easy. In tact* there were many criticisms re- 
garding the turning of the show. However, Barry and Ter- 
rance didn't completely switch Doctor Who out of the fan- 
tasy; they steered several stories like "The Time Monster" and 
"The Daemons" into a cross of science and myth. The two 
very important things they agreed on were: A science fiction 
writer for Doctor Who must never get his science wrong; his 
writings must be well researched and well founded; and 
change in the program was not only good, but it was essen* 
tiaL "I am convinced that one of the reasons why the show 
has lasted so long Is that It has every so often changed con- 
siderably in style and outlook, Just as each Doctor has been 
utterly different. If the second Doctor had been a Bill Hartnell 
look-alike, we shouldn't now be celebrating the twentieth 
anniversary." 

Another problem for Barry Letts was that of the many contra- 
dictions that would come up In Doctor Who, Of course, given 
the many writers and the fantastic nature of the Doctor Who 
story Itself, both Dicks and Letts knew that to erase "every" 
contradiction would be Impossible , ** but ah, the at- 
tempt, the work and the successes were oh so worth it! One of 
the things that Mr, Letts was most concerned with was (you 
guessed It) the matter of the Doctor's posture regarding Time 
Itself* It was irritating to Barry when the Doctor travelled into 
the past* he would say, "Now, we must be careful not to Inter- 
fere with the course of history", However, when he travelled 
Into the future, he would happily interfere* , Jo prevent the 
otherwise Inevitable destruction of Earth, for example. "To a 
perpetual time traveller, there is no future and no past, ex- 
cept relatively. The history of the future Is as valid as the his- 
tory of the past!" 

Some of the worst time-paradoxes were expertly "glossed 
over". For example, In "The Day of the Daleks", an under- 
ground resistance in a Dalek-conquered future sends back 
a guerilla with a bomb to a critical moment in history to try to 
change its outcome. He succeeds, thus preventing the 
Daleks' later victory. But then, if the Daleks didn't conquer 
Earth Jhe resistance movement wouldn 't exist to send back a 
guerilla . . , "We kept quiet about that one", says Letts! Make 
no mistake about it, though, , .somehow, Barry Letts covered 
"most" of these kind of problems. Example: Jo Grant says to 
the Doctor, "If these guerillas can travel In Time, when some- 
thing goes wrong, all they have to do is to go back a day 
earlier, do again and get it right* . ."(Good point, eh?i How- 



ever, the Doctor simply says, "Oh no, they couldn't do 
that!". . ."Why not?" said Jo. "Because of the Blinovitch Limi- 
tation Effect.". . ."What's that?". . ."Well, you see. . /' Of 
course, at that moment, the guerillas came in and Doctor 
didn't have time to explain. 

The time cam© for Barry Letts to move on from Doctor Who j ust 
about the same time Pertwee decided to leave. The two 
things Barry knew he had to do were make sure Jor/ 3 ^®. 
show was absolutely dazzling. . .which It was ("Planet of the 
Spiders") and, cast a new Doctor. Again, Mr* Letts wanted a 
personality figure, not necessarily a popular actor, just 
someone who could carry off the outrageous characterlza* 
tlon of the Doctor. Quietly and discretely, he Interviewed with 
several actors. The head of Drama Serials, Bill Slater, asked 
Barry If he had seen Tom Baker in "The Millionaires", a "Play 
of the Month", or his “Rasputin"* Letts and Dicks (that very af- 
ternoon) went to view Tom's performance In "The Golden 
Voyage of Slnbad". Mr. Letts called Baker that day and ar- 
ranged for a meeting. "Within less than two minutes I felt cer- 
tain we had found our 'personality' at last!" At that time, Tom 
was working as a builder's laborer on a Wlmpey's site* He 
was also one of the most sought after actors in Great Britain. 
Baker would tell Letts, "Since ‘Rasputin 1 and 'Slnbad 1 , I’ve 
been offered nothing but staring blue-eyed psychopaths. 1 ' 
want a change and l f d rather work than go on the dole." 

It Is most evident that Barry Letts created the real turning 
points of Doctor Who* During his reign as Prod ucer, the show 
gained millions more In audience and set the stage tor a 
much more sophisticated series. His brilliance and tenacity 
Is unquestioned as a Producer* When he was asked to write 
5,000 words for Peter Halnlng's newest book (and soon to be a 
"must have” for any Doctor Who book collector), 'Doctor 
Who a Celebration, Two Decades through Time and Space", 
Letts was appalled. "I'l l never find so much to sayl But now, l 
find It difficult to stop, I could write 50,000 words. It's like no 
other show* this one* It gets Into the bones and blood of those 
who work on It. I said that !‘d never go back to Doctor Who * * . 
but I find that I've never left it*" 
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THE DOCTOR AND THE WHOMOBILE 
IN “PLANET OF THE SPIDERS” (1974) 
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If you had to answer the questions "What is the Doctor's single 
most valuable possession?" or "What has remained most im- 
portant to the Doctor from the very first episode?" or even 
"What besides the Doctor himself, is most essential to Doctor 
Who?", you answer would surely be "The TARDIS", the 
Doctor's wonderful time capsule, . .the not-so-giamorous 
Model 40 TT t as it were. 


The word TARDIS Is an acronym for "Time and Relative Dimen- 
sions In Space". The Time Lords of Galtifrey originally bulitth© 
40 TT's for field research and study laboratories. They served 
their purpose wel I, a Ithough the Type 40 ca psule is now (rela- 
tively speaking) an outdated model on Gallifrey. However, 
when the Doctor heisted his 40TT (in the 310,000th century 
Earth time) it was on the repair docks probably having its 
chameleon circuits and steering mechanism looked into! 
You see, the TARDIS really looks like a square meta) cabinet, 
entered by way of a single, sliding door on one face. How- 
ever, with the use of its (properly working) chameleon circuit, 
a TARDIS can be disguised to look like anything at all. This 
was useful for dangerous missions which often Involved the 
Time Lords, Unfortunately, the Doctor's TARDIS' chameleon 
circuit malfunctioned when he materialized on Earth in the 
early 1960's. His chameleon disguise as a metropolitan 
police call box has been stuck ever since we first met him in 
"An Unearthly Child", As for the steering mechanism, we 
have always noticed the TARDIS seemed to have a mind of Its 
own as to exactly where it was going. Certainly the Doctor 
wouldn't {or shouldn't) bet on his next arrival location! The 
TARDIS steering mechanism generally gets the Doctor into 
more trouble than one would expect. What a delightful way 
to create a story, . ,yes! 

Even though the Whovlan Times has covered some of the fol- 
lowing Items In previous issues, there are a lot of new mem- 
bers who do not have back issues (yet) and need to know cer- 
tain things; so bear with us! One of the most astounding time 
Lord discoveries, for Instance, is the field of temporal physics. 
If you can, imagine what you would feel like stepping into the 
TARDIS * . . an object wh ich is larger on the Inside than it is on 
the outside! Really! It would be overwhelming to our normal 
sense of perception, The Doctor best explained temporal 
physics (in layman's language) to Leela, He took two boxes, 
one small and one large. Placing the larger box some dis- 
tance away he held the smaller box closer to Leeia's face 
and asked her which one appeared to be bigger. Of course, 
the closer and smaller box seemed larger to her. "Exactly!", 
the Doctor grinned, "Now If you could keep that larger box 
over there, and yet still have it here, then the larger on© 
would tit Inside the smaller one," The Time Lords' understand* 
ing of temporal physics and engineering enables them to 
create the TlmefSpace span between the two boxes that cre- 
ates a dimensional bridge, We are now In a different, but re!* 
atlve dimension and perhaps for the first time can truly ap- 
preciate why the craft is referred to as "Time and Relative Di- 
mensions In Space' 1 , For basically, the interior of the TARDIS 
exists on the exterior of known and relative time. 


The TARDIS interior is, in fact, an Infinite mass of rooms and 
passageways. It’s Impossible to cover the entire interior of 
the TARDIS; 1 doubt seriously whether the Doctor has actually 
discovered all Its rooms and passageways! Some of the 
things we have been allowed to see in the TARDIS interior 
have been: the research and study laboratory, this is a work* 
room for repairing or renovating TARDIS equipment; there is, 
of course, a power room which houses the energies which 
drive the craft; there Is a Iso a dormitory with couch-1 Ike beds 
which swing down from the walls; a bathroom the size of a 
small swimming pool and a special alcove containing a 
food machine geared to satisfy any taste in the universe; the 
wardrobe closet would be exciting to rummage through, 
there are outfits to suit just about any planetary climate In 
most time zones; and for those of botanical curiosity, the TAR- 
DIS has a fabulous greenhouse in which flourish specimens 
from the ends of the universe. 


Perhaps the most important of all the rooms is the TARDIS con* 
trol room. Certainly, this is where most of the Interior shots a re 
taken. We should mention that there are, In fact, two control 
rooms. In 'Masque of Mandragora" we see the secondary 
(and very outdated) control room with its wood paneled 
walls and antique type control system, However, the main 
control room, has Jn Its center the most Important piece of 
equipment in the TARDIS, the slx-slded control console that 
contains the heart and soul of the 40 TT capsule* 

Each of the six sides of the console governs specific func- 
tions, The most Important, naturally, controls the drive system 
of the TARDIS, On this section is mounted the master de materi- 
alization switch which, when operated, engages the ma- 
chine's power sources and "dissolves" or transports it from 
on© point In time to another. A crucial part of this switch is the 
circuit which ensures that It does not materialize In a disas* 
trous situation such as in the heart of a burning sun or Inside 
solid rock! 


Another of the six sections contains, the guidance controls, 
while alongside this a third panel gives navigational read- 
outs, A fourth is linked to the machine s computers via the tel- 
epathic circuit link, and another bank of switches and dials 
controls ail the various recording and scanning equipment 
so necessary on the Doctor's missions. (Opposite this, on the 
wall, is a screen which enables whose Inside the TARDIS to 
see what is going on outside ) The last of the six sections su- 
pervises the protection of the machine. 

In the middle of the console is the time rotor, a glass column 
which originally indicated by Its movement what the TARDIS 
was doing. When the column was seen rising and falling, the 
machine was in motion; when it became still the TARDIS had 
materialized, Then as the rotor swivelled around, the Doctor 
could collect precise information on the location In which 
he had landed before actually stepping outside and there- 
by avoiding any unnecessary risks. It has since been simpli- 
fied and Its movement restricted, although still performing 
the same functions, 

A second group of very 3 mportant equipment is contained in 
an alcove In the control room. There Is the astral map which 
can project three-d Imensiona i i mages of ai I the sta r systems, 
and the time path Indicator which gives read-outs of relative 
positions when theTARDISis in flight. These all helpthe Doctor 
to make his incredible journeys in the fourth and fifth dimen- 
sions. 

Two other interesting features about the machine are that It 
has an emergency escape door {which exists through the 
bock of the police box) and that it is quite impossible for any- 
one to fire weapons Inside the TARDIS. According to the Doc- 
tor, anyone inside the machine is In a state of temporal 
grace, thereby prevented from conducting any harmful or 
violent act However, at the present time, there is a fault. . . 


Because of the almost omnipotent power of the TARDIS there 
are those who see It more as a thinking entity than a ma- 
chine. somehow able to commune mystically with its master. 
Certainly, It was able to help in the regeneration of the Doc* 
tor Into his second incarnation when he lay dying inside it* 
too weak to summon help. Also, there are those who argue 
that some of the machine's more erratic maneuvers are due 
to the equally eccentric behavior of its master! 


the realities of 
the fantasy 

Part of the Doctor Who mystique comes from the fact that the 
show is so well researched that its tantasy/fiction closely 
parallels reality. TheTARDISis no exception. Dr, FrankTiplerof 
Tulane University Is convinced that the construction of a 
space/time machine is theoretically possible. Dr. Tipler 
does, however, concede that the materials needed would 
be unwieldy and the energy requirements enormous. Un- 
doubtedly, the energy forth© power required will come from 
a source in Earth's outerspaee. However, perhaps within 
Earth's own body, even underneath our oceans, lie the 
needed resources. 


-Dr. Tipler prefaces his hypothesis by saying that we first have 
to rethink our traditional notions of space and time. These 
concepts, which were once considered distinct entities, 
were inextricably linked by Einstein’s Theory of Relativity, In 
this statement, the famous mathematician showed how light 
from the stars does not travel in straight lines but in enormous 
curves in space. These curves were caused by stars enor- 
mously larger than ourselves and the planets in our own sys- 
tem and, because of the! r strength, could bend light In many 
ways, even back on itself, so that it is possible one of the stars 
we see in the sky could be our own sun millions of years ago. 

Einstein also demonstrated how time moved at different 
speeds in different parts of the universe. He said that no mat- 
ter how fast you might travel in a spaceship, light would al- 
ways appear to you to be travelling at the same speed. How- 
ever, if you had a clock on board this would be running slow- 
er and slower and equally your body would slow down. 
Hence, said Einstein, it would be feasible If you tooka journey 
lasting hundreds of years in Earth time, you would arrive 
back at Earth to find people who had been younger than 
yourself when you left, now long since dead. So you had, in 
truth, travelled into the future of Earth. 


Scientists now recognize time as the fourth dimension of our 
universe and also that we move through it as well as through 
space. To visualize space-time, a scientist named Paul Min- 
kowski devised the diagram shown here: 



Minkowski said that the horizontal axis represents the three 
space coordinates while the vertical axis measures time. The 
diagonal lines— which represent the speed of light— are the 
outer boundaries of our travel through space-time. Since we 
cannot go faster than this speed, we can never reach the 
space-time outside the Minkowski light cone. Information 
comes to us from the past in the form of light through the % 
lower half of the cone, while light from the present travels 
towards the future, or top half. 


However, Dr. Tipler says, the diagram has to be adjusted to 
account for the Theory of Relativity that light can be bent by 
gravity. Hence, if a massive object appears to one side of the 
light cone, the cone may lean toward the object and the 
light rays are thereby forever trapped within the attracting 
object. 

Now, says Dr. Tipler, if the object were rotating very quickly, 
its angular momentum woud force the cone to tip over and 
circle around the rotating body, as is shown In this second 
diagram:

The amount of angular momentum then determines the de- 
gree of tipping, says Tipler, As the light cone tips, the coordi- 
nate that once measured space begins to measure time. 
Time, traditionally linear, would then twist around the rotat- 
ing body in various paths. 

Reaching the crux of this theory, Dr Tipier goes on: "The 
critical angle for a time machine is forty-five degrees. Once 
the cone tips farther than that, one edge of the cone will fall 
below the space coordinates (shown on the diagram as X 
and Y) and Into negative time, A space traveller equipped 
with a powerful rocketship could travel along any path con- 
tained within the light cone. 

"If the traveller chooses to glide a long the space axis, he will 
trace a closed path around the rotating body. Though he 
would be convinced that he was moving toward in time as 
well as travelling through space, a distant observer would 
say that his trip spanned only an instant, because he never 
moved up or down the time axis. Because his path is closed, 
he would eventually find himself at his original time and 
place of departure." 

But, says Tipler, if the traveller opted instead fora path below 
the space coordinates— but, of course, above the edge of 
the cone— he would trace a helical path down the axis of 
time, and therefore, travel backwards in time, 

"Each descending revolution would take him that much far- 
ther into the past," says Dr, Tipler. "At any point, he could 
enter a time earlier in history, And, with some fancy maneu- 
vering, he could hop back onto another helical path and re- 
turn home. All along, he is travelling forward in time in the 
sense that he is travelling In the forward direction of the light 
cone." 

Tipler believes that the travel lier's choice of destinations is 
only limited by the lifetime of the rotating mass. Before and 
after the object's existence, there Is no angular momentun to 
/Hit the cone and create the time mcchlne. Without the ob- 
ject, the direction of time and light points back up, out of the 
plane of rotation, never to be reached from this area again 

Dr. Tipier has naturally given rrvich thought 4 > JVn 

construction of his time machine. "A rapidly rotating neutron 
star or man-made cylinder might suffice," he says. "But it 
seems more likely that a time machine would require the 
presence of a naked singularity— a star that has collapsed 
so completely that it has literally disappeared. A naked sin- 
gularity differs from a black hole only In that the light that 
passes near it can, though distorted, escape its strong gravi- 
tational pull" 

Even in his enthusiasm for his theory, Dr. Tipler Is ever the 
realist, though never a defeatist. "The stability of massive 
rotational bodies is questionable," he emphasizes. "The 
energy associated with a strong angular momentum would 
have to be about equal to the rest— mass energy— energy so 
great that the accompanying centrifugal force may tear the 
rotating body apart," 

The reader should notfor one moment imagine that this is an 
isolated viewpoint. Scientists in Britain, Europe and even be- 
hind the Iron Curtain share simi lar views to those of Dr. Ti pier. 
And his opinions were reinforced only a short time ago when 
the science correspondent of the British weekly newspaper, 
"The News of the World", Michael Cable, reported on the 
work of astrophysicist Dr. Vincent Icke of Ca mbridge Institute 
of Astronomy, under the eye-catching heading, "Doctor 
Who's Time Machine Is Not Just Kid's Stuff". 

Cable wrote, "When Doctor Who steps Into his time machine 
and travels thousands of years into the future, most TV viewers 
raise their eyebrows in disbelief. But it is just one more exam* * 
pie of a science fiction dream which may become a 
reality," 

Dr, Icke has been researching the possibility of sending a 
man deep Into the Milky Way, says Cable, "To the centre of 
our galaxy is a distance of more than 33,000 light years," he 
writes. "Even if an astronaut could travel at the speed of light 
— 186,000 miles a second— It would take nearly 70,000 years 
to go there and back." 

But the journey is not as impossible as It sounds, say some ex- 
perts, Their theory is that if a rocket can maintain a constant 
acceleration, a speed will eventually be reached at which 
Earth time no longer applies to those on board. 

Dr, Icke now takes up the story. "This curious effect of time 
dilation means o spaceman could travel to the centre of the 
galaxy and back while only ageing forty years. Assuming 
you could find a volunteer to spend forty years of his life in 
space, tt.etVs still one nightmarish problem, For Earth time 
will have passed normally in his absence. And when the 
spaceman gets back he'll find himself 70,000 years in the fu- 
ture, By that time the planet may have become uninhabit- 
able, O worse, the people on It may have evolved intoa dif- 
ferent race." 

These considerations apart, Dr. Icke feels that the greatest 
problem will be finding the immense power required for 
such a trip. He believes, though, that eventually "some mat- 
ter trawled from space" may provide the necessary fuel. 

So, for the moment, the Doctor's TARDIS remains a little 
beyond our grasp, though not beyond our imagination or 
that of our scientists. That we shall ride to the stars like the Time 
Lord one day now really seems just a matter of time . . .

On July 7th, we picked up our guests from England: Doctor 
*3, Jon Pertwee and his wife Inge, Lis Sladen (Sarah Jane 
Smith) and her husband Brian, and the producer of Doctor 
Who, John Nathan-Turner. They had a reasonably good 
flight, except Pan Am "misplaced" Inge's bag and Jon was 
ready to turn the airport upside-down! Any who, Chad and !

erased all their anxieties with several bottles of champagne; 
we became acquainted very quickly. The next day we picked 
up the last, but probably most important member of our 
crew, Paul, our audio/video man-behind-the-scenes. 

On July 8th, we had our first (and final) rehearsal at McKay 
Auditorium. We only had a vague idea of what exactly we 
were going to do for the show. Of course, we knew what tapes 
we were going to play and how we would present our men 
chandlse; but what were we to do with the enormous talent 
we had on hand. No problem! Lis, John and J N-T took over. 
They are such pros! Naturally, there would be wrinkles to iron 
out; we had to get the first show behind us , * , make our mis- 
takes and go on. That's probably why we decided to open 
the tour in Tampa, The people down there are so nice, so un- 
derstanding; they were a great help to us. 

July 9th, our show opens: We decided to Introduce J N-T be- 
cause. . .well, he knows just about everything there is to 
know about Doctor Who and show business! He was our MC 
in Florida, We opened with "K9 8t Company” starring Elisa- 
beth Sladen (if you've ever met an angel here on Earth, it 
must have been Lis), The fans loved "K9 & Co." as they did Us 
when she came out on stage. Next, J N T i ntroduced "Terror of 
the Autons” starring Jon Pertwee. Fan response: Tremendous, 
However, when Pertwee came out on the stage, it was "awe- 
some". He came out of the TARDIS and into the crowd tike he 
owned them both, which, in fact, by the end of the day ... he 
did! 

We showed so many Doctor Who programs throughout the 
tour, 1 can't remember which ones we did in which cities. Let 
me Just run through them all In this paragraph. Besides "K9& 
Company” and "Terror of the Autons 11 we presented William 
Hartnell's (first Doctor Who ever) "An Unearthly Child"; 
Patrick Troughton V'Mind at Evil" and "TheKrotons"; Jon Pert- 
wee’s "The Three Doctors”, "Planet of the Spiders", "Death to 
the Daleks”, "Claws of Axos”, "Inferno" and "Spearhead - 
from Space”; Tom Baker's "Warrior’s Gate” (we were going to 
show "Keeper of Traken” and "Logopolis” in New York t but 
didn’t, , , I'll get into that later). We showed Peter Davison's 
"Castrovalva", "Earthshock”, "Black Orchid”, "Arc or 
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PATRICK TROUGHTON FRAZIER HINES 

Frazier Hines first entered the Doctor Who set in the story "The 
Highlanders” (aired on BBC Television from December 1966 
to January 1967). He escaped slaughter in the English rout of 
Bonnie Price Charles and his Scottish troops at the Battle of 
Culloden in the time period 1746. Frazier's portrayal of Jamie 
McCrimmon would go down as one of the longest lasting as 
a Doctor's companion (196^1969). Originally, Jamie was 
only supposed to appear in four episodes of Doctor Who. 
There were many reasons for the young Scotman’s popular- 
ity. When it was all over, Jamie would have appeared in 113 
episodes! 


Jamie was notone of the Doctors most brilliant companions, 
but his practicality, tenacity and (most important) loyalty 
many times saved the neck of his absent-minded Doctor 
(Troughton). In "The Krotans”, Jamie risked his life to save the 
Doctor from the crystalline beings and finally helped defeat 
the creatures when the Doctor discovered the Kroton life sys- 
tem was based on telurium and destroyed them with sulphur- 
ic acid. 


Hines remembers his Doctor Who days as being lots of work, 
but mostly, lots of fun. Patrick Troughton’s Doctor came to be 
recognized as the clown. But, Frazier Hines was the rea 1 prac* 
tioai joker! In the show, Jamie had to wear a kilt. Of course, 
one of the Inherent problems was, "It could get a bit chilly at 
times' ! "But", he says, "the big question people always 
wanted to know was: did I or didn't J wear anything under it? 
Well, 111 tell you, 1 did— usually football shorts, so l could get in 
a ga me of soccer as soon as I finished on the set. But I a I ways 
tried to keep it a secret and had it written into my contract 
that they had to watch their camera angles!” 

Jamie stood by the Doctor, even to the Time Lord’s bitter end, 
in the tenth and final episode of "War Games 1 ’, The Doctor 
had to coll on the Time Lords of Gallifrey to help him save the 
universe. Of course, the Time Lords now knew the Doctor’s 
whereabouts (this wasthe first timethey could put their hands 
on him since he swiped his TARDIS and fled Gallifrey). Jamie 
and Zoe were returned to their respective time zones. The 
Time Lords, of course, felt they had to punish the Doctor for 
disobeying their "non-intervention" policy. After eliminating 
the death penalty, the two worst punishments they could 
think of were to exile the Doctor to Earth and to change his 
appearance and make him look like Jon Pertwee! 



WENDY PADBURY 

Mr. Hines, most recently, has appeared on the tele as Joe 
Sugden In the popular series, "Emmerdale Farm” and will 
make a guest appearance in the 90-minute special, "The 
Five Doctors”. He is married to television actress Gemma 
Craven, 


Zoe Hemet was played by Wendy Padbury from 1968 
( ‘Wheel in Space") through the 1969 season. She, like Hines 
and Troughton, ended her Doctor Who career with "War 
Games". Being from Earth s future, Zoe was a computer sci- 
entist and an astronomer. While she was capable of han- 
dling extreme emergencies (She once destroyed a Cyber* 
man invasion fleet, and yet another time, outwitted a com- 
puter!), there were times when it seemed that Zoe couldn’t 
walk and chew gum at the same time! She was often dumb- 
founded by the commonplace. Once, Jamie had to explain 
to her what a candle was! 

Wendy had always been cast as a school girf. She's petite 
and (still) very young looking. She joined Doctor Who at the 
age of twenty-five. Originally, Zoe was meant to be different 
from the rest of the Doctor's assistants, much more in control, 
However she soon would fall into the mold of "screaming in 
the corner", like the companions before her. 

Wendy has fond memories of working with Frazier Hines and. 
especially, Pat Troughton. "If was a sad day”, she would re- 
call, when she left Doctor Who. "Patrick had always been my 
favorite actor since i was a child. My mother and I were abso- 
lutely potty about him. He’s got such a fantastic face.” 

Before Doctor Who, Wendy worked on television, on stage 
and In the 1967 film, "Charlie Bubbles ', She has recently 
been in a childrens series. "Over To You", as well as making a 
g uest appearance in "The Five Doctors’ \ Wendy also has the 
unique distinction of playing another of the Doctor's compa- 
nions, Jenny. This, however was in the stage production star- 
ring Trevor Martin as the Doctor In "Doctor Who and the 
Daieks in Seven Keys to Doomsday" at the Adelphi Theater in 
London, 1974. 

She is presently married to television actor, Melvyn Hayes of 
"It Ain’t Half Hot, Mum".

problem-solving situations; with a loser's prize of instant 
death. The death blows would be delivered by various foes 
including the Cybermen , Daieks and Yeti, 


But, there is far more to the game than they realize. The Doc- 
tors' adventures and the final discovery and motivation of 
their adversary make for an exciting tale in Time and Space.

It took the BBC seven years to return the Cyber- 
men to Doctor Who, but an army of Cybermen return to the 
set. Their purpose Is to assassinate a tew galactic leaders 
meeting on Earth, They figure destruction of the congression- 
al meeting will prevent a greater future conflict: c war that 
the Cybermen could not possibly win. The Doctor manages 
to thwart their plans but in the end, Adric is caught on their 
ship, reeling through Time and Space, that blows up In 
Earth's prehistoric atmosphere. Helpless, the Doctor watches 
as his Alzarian companion's body is scattered throughout 
the cosmos. So much tor "unflappable 1 '. , .so muchtor Adric 
and so much for the prehistoric dinosaurs of Earth!

"Arc of Infinity", written by Johnny Byrne* directed by Ron 
Jones with script editor Eric Saward takes place In modern- 
day Amsterdam as well as on Gallltrey. There are* in fact, sev- 
eral stories in this tale. Tegan* having been separated from 
the Doctor, Is meeting her cousin, Colin, for a bit of a holiday 
In Holland, The TARDIS has been taken over by some un- 
known force and is ultimately headed for Gallltrey. Omega, 
a Time Lord from the days of Rassilon, (read/see "The Three 
Doctors") Is attempting to break free from his anti-matter di- 
mension. To make matters more complicated* the high 
council of Time Lords while realizing something Is trying to 
break through the dimension barrier, haven't figured out 
that, In fact, there is a traitor among them. The traitor has 
made a blo-scan on the Doctor so Omega can complete a 
temporal bonding, thus enabling him to live In this dimen- 
sional universe. Treason, murder and mystery make up this 
saga and the Doctor winds up being stuck with bossy Tegan 
in the end. One note: Commander Maxel Is played by Colin 
Baker, soon to become Doctor number six! 

"Snakedance” is written by Christopher Bailey and directed 
by Fiona Cumming, It takes place on the planet Menussa 
and has to do with the mysteries of the lost (500 years past) 
Sumarran Empire, While "Snakedance" Is not a true sequel 
to "Kinda", It does have the same occult flavor to it and deals 
with the evil Mara. The Mara has remained hidden deep In 
Tegan's mind. In fact, the TARDIS is supposed to be heading 
for a particular destination, but Tegan has laid in a course for 
Menussa. The Mara is slowly taking over Tegan; awaiting the 
time for the exact ceremony to take place so its evil powers 
will again rule the empire. Once on the planet Tegan Is over- 
taken by the Mara and, of course, it's up to the Doctor, with 
the help of Nyssa to save the day. (Note: A guest appearance 
is made by actor Brian Miller, Elisabeth Bladen's husband.) 

"Mawdryn Undead' 1 re-introduces one of the Doctor's old 
and dangerous foes, the Black Guardian; played by Valen- 
tine Dyall. Written by Peter Grimwade, "Mawdryn Undead" 
also introduces a new companion to the TARDIS crew, Tur- 
lough; played by Mark Strlckson, The story takes place in 
1983 England with Turlough and hlsschool chum taking a joy 
ride in someone elses classic automobile. Of course, the two 
prepsters go out of control and wreck the beauty. This Is the 
point where Turlough, lying unconscious, meets the Black 
Guardian, You see, Turlough Is from another planet and is 
stranded on Earth. He desperately wants to go home and 
finds himself striking a most sinister deal with the Black Guar- 
dian. If Turlough finds and kills the Doctor, his homeward wish 
will be granted. Throughout the story, he is torn between 
good and evil: to kill the Doctor or remain marooned on 
Earth, 

After many seasons, we are re-introduced to the Brigadier. 
He has been retired from UNIT for six years and works as a 
math instructor at the school Turlough attends. Unfortunately*. 


he has had a mild nervous breakdown and, at first, doesn't 
recognize the Doctor. To make matters worse* there are two 
Brigadiers in this story; a deviate Brig arrives on the scene by 
way of a temporal duplication. So there is a Brig from this 
time and the Brig of 1977! 1 wonder who did that. This story is 
an Intricate one; the Doctor Is in danger of becoming a nor- 
mal humanoid* perhaps giving up his status as a Time Lord, if 
is also the first story in a trilogy with the Black Guardian using 
Turlough as his pawn to destroy the Doctor, The story ends 
around the TARDIS console with Turlough saying, "May I join 
you Doctor?" and the Doctor replies, "I think you already 
have!" The girls don't care much for Turlough (wisely), espe- 
cially Tegan. Mawdryn is played by David Collins; the script 
editor is Eric Saward. It fits beautifully in this most amazing 
twentieth season and I suspect only whets our appetite for 
things to come. 

If there Is a weak link In this twentieth season it [In the humble 
opinion of this writer) would be "Terminus”. Also, we always 
hate to see someone written out of the script (especially a 
good friend of DWFCA's) and this is Sarah Sutton's last show as 
Nyssa. 

Turlough is still under certain Influences of the Black Guar- 
dian. In one ear, the Black Guardian is slowly driving him 
crazy, and in the other ear* Tegan Is really driving him crazy! 
The Black Guard Ian commands Turlough to rip out the Space/ 
Time element, the heart of fheTARDIS console. This causes the 
universe to break into the TARDlSand places the entire crew 
in imminent danger, especially Nyssa. The faii-safe mecha- 
nism of the TARDIS lands them on the closest ship, a ship run 
by Terminus* Inc., which sends people carrying leprosy 
either to die or to be saved, it seems, however, no one is 
known to have returned from Terminus. Nyssa becomes con- 
taminated with the disease and Is placed in a curing 
chamber by a huge, slave creature, theGamn. Miraculously, 
she recovers. She discovers that the cure on Terminus could 
be an effective one if done properly [wh Ich Is ha rdiy ever the 
case). It is time for Nyssa of Traken to put her knowledge to 
use. She decides to stay on Terminus and cure the infected 
people who come there, (Note; The Incidental music in "Ter- 
minus" is done by Paddy Kingsland. Since J N-T took over as 
Producer, the music has gotten much better in every way.) 

The third and final story In the "Doctor-Black Guardian" 
trilogy Is called "Enlightenment”: very British and very, very 
good, It is directed by Fiona Cumming, the very fine lady 
who has been workings© well with Mr. Nathan-Turner.The be- 
ginning of the story has the White Guardian appearing on 
the TARDIS, He tells the Doctor to set his co-ordinates for North 
6 Degrees-9077. He wants the Doctor to prevent something 
from happening: "Must not win. . .winner takes all, all, all". 
He keeps fading In and out. 

It seems there is a most unusual race going on, a boat race, If 
you will Eternals, beings that live outside of Time and Space, 
in eternity, have captured boat crews, from the time periods 
relevant to the Earth vessels in the race* The TARDIS crew 
lands on the ship of Captain Striker and first mate Marriner. ft 
seems, however, that someone in the race Is willing to kill to 
win* Perhaps Caption Wrack of the Buccaneer has her own 
evil guardian to help her win this race; the winner takes all 
* . ."Enlightenment"! Turlough* by this time* has fallen from 
the graces of the Black Guardian, The evil guardian con- 
demns Turlougn to everlasting fife in perpetual torment on 
the ship. Turlough "flips-ouf and tries to commit suicide by 
jumping overboard. He is rescued by the Buccaneer; per- 
haps he would be better off dead! However* the Doctor and 
Turlough outwit the Eternals and the Black Guardian, The 
race is eventually won** .but we can't tell you "Who” Is 
awarded the prize of "Enlightenment"! 

This is the third encounter between the Doctor and the Black 
Guardian. Turiough's "contract" is terminated with the Black 
Guardian and It would seem that his evil presence will no 
longer plague our time travellers* However, the White Guar- 
dian explains that there must be balance between good 
and evil; the Black Guardian has merely lost another battle 
with the Doctor and not the war* Will he return with the ulti- 
mate plan to capture and kill the Doctor? 

The twentieth season ends as fantastically as It begins in 
"Kings Demons", a deuce [two-parter). With his TARDIS back 
(in "Enlightenment", the Eternals hid the Doctor's TARDIS in his 
own mind!) the Doctor, Tegan and Turlough wind up in 
England during the time of the signing of the Magna Carta 
by King John, The Doctor realizes something is seriously 
wrong when he meets a traveller from London who claims to 
have just left the King* However, King John is (or seems to be) 
presently In the countryside. "Two places at one time, . .1 
think not!" Near the end of the first episode, the Master re- 
veals himself and the Doctor now sees that the Master Is try- 
ing to change Earth history. King John is being impersonated 
by a creature called Kameiion. The plan Is to discredit the 
King's name by having Kamelion's King John behave badly, 
cause trouble and prevent the signing of the Magna Carta, 
The Master is so brilliantly evil. , .It’s a pity he never wins in his 
devious schemes! 

Kameiion helped the Master escape from the planet Xeriphas. 
He is a robot and can take on the form of any being* By the 
end of "Kings Demons" , Kameiion joins the crew of the TARDIS 
and becomes the new companion. 

A short note: The tost two stories of the twentieth season, 
"Enlightenment” and "Kings Demons" were completed just 
in time. An Industrial dispute at the BBC ended just soon 
enough to fulfil! the scheduled recording dates. 

Thus ends the season. . *a short one, only twenty-two epi- 
sodes. Whoquarters would like to take a poll to find out what 
your favorite stories were, in order. As we stated, perhaps 
"Terminus” was the weakest; we think the strongest was 
"Mawdryn Undead' \ Let us know your feelings after you've 
had a chance to view the whole season. Jot your vote down 
on a post card and send It to the fan club. 

At this time* we're going to hold off telling you about the 
twenty-first season. The stories are exciting enough, however 
the end of the season's stories have (at this time) not even 
been written. We would rather give you the complete pic- 
ture. We will say one thing though: the Daleks return to the 
Doctor Who set by the fourth story of the season 1 n "Resurrec- 
tion of the Daleks", written by Eric Saward. Now, as it were, all 
five Doctors will have had to deal with the Daleks. "Resurrec- 
tion” will be a fabulous tale; if you remember, Eric wrote the 
classic "Earthshock" . . so watch for It on television and In 
volume seven of our newsletter.
